Balph Hoagiand of the United States 
bureau of animal industry has been pil- 
ing up some very definite facts as to the 
amount of this water soluble growth 
principle .called Vitamine B, and also 
called the antineuritic vitamine. 

His research was to discover how much 
of this principle was contained in the 
lean mdat of beef, mutton, and pork 
and in the edible organs.of cows, sheep 
and hogs and how mtch of this principle 
Was destroyed by ordinary cooking. 

As to lean meats, he concluded that 
beef, mutton and pork all contained con- 
He ranked hog meat 
first; sheep. and ox meat ranked dis- 
tinctly lower than hog meat; calf meat 
contained about as much of it as did meat 
from mature ox. These conclusions re- 
late to Vitamine B. They have no bear- 
ing on any other nutritional quality of 
the meat. 

~>- 

‘Baking a tenderloin did not decrease 
its content of the vitamine. 

On the other hand, cooking a ham re 
duced the content of Vitamine B about 
15 per cent. A slice of raw ham five 
square inches in size yields as much 
Vitamine B as one of broiled ham six 
square inches. 

As fo the Vitamine B content of the 
different organs, hog liver leads the list, 
though heart was almost as high. Liver 
from ox, calf and lamb were about on 
a par, but lower than hog liver.
